Far Eastern Crisis Emphasizes Thailand’s Role

Over 50 Per Cent Nation’s Income, 
for Dominion, Provincial, 
Municipal Government

OTTAWA, Ont., Feb. 19th.—Canada 
is getting into her stride in the war 
effort. Over 50 per cent of Canada’s 
total income will be used in defraying 
costs of Government during coming 
fiscal year. Of total income esti- 
mated at 5300 million dollars, 2700 
million will be turned into Govern- 
mental treasuries, Federal, Provincial 
and Municipal, entailing as Finance 
Minister Ilsley says, ‘‘the greatest 
sacrifice and most determined united 
effort ever demanded of Canadian 
people.”’ 

Prosecution of the war by the Do- 
minion Government will take 1700 mil- 
lion or 63 per cent of the total; of this 
1300 million is classified as for financial 
costs of war and $400 million for 
repatriation of Canadian securities in 
Britain; non-war Dominion expenses 
$433 million or 15 per cent, while 
the balance of $575 million or 22 per 
cent represents budget requirements 
of Provincial and Municipal Gov- 
ernments. 

OTTAWA, Feb. 19th.—War meas- 
ures will take precedence over all 
other parliamentary proceedings dur- 
ing this session. This has been made 
clear by the Prime Minister at the 
first day’s sittings after the ten weeks’ 
recess. 

Opposition Protest 

Some opposition was advanced b 
Conservative Leader Hanson and C.C. 
F. leader Coldwell, on the ground 
that while all were anxious to help 
the Government put through meas-~ 
ures essential to the war program, the 
rights of private members must be 
safeguarded. The Prime Minister 
replied to this that all important 
resolutions and motions: from private 
members appearing on the _ order 
paper could be discussed when esti- 
mates are debated. 

Ordinary estimates -for the fiscal 
year, totalling $433,000,000, show a 
net reduction of $18,000,000 from 
the amount appropriated for the pres- 
ent year. In these estimates, which 
cover governmentgl expenses not con- 
nected with the war, there are some 
definite increases for the year, among 
these being a rise in the interest on 
the public debt of slightly under 


$7,000,000... For thesnew project of 


unemployment insurance, the gov- 
ernment lays aside $2,700,000 for cost 
of administration and $8,000,000 for 
the government’s contribution to~ the

Where Grave New Crisis Looms 
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In view of the fact that events in far-distant parts of the world 
may determine the whole future of Canada, and of course, therefore 
vitally affect every family in the Dominion, The Western Farm 
Leader: has arranged to publish a. number of brief feature articles 
from time to time by the Canadian Institute of International Affairs. 

The article below describes the background of the dispute between 
French Indo-China and Thailand. This dispute has been exploited 
by Japan, now threateningly moving south, and causing the crisis 
in the Pacific which led to the mining by Britain last week of the 
sea approaches to Singapore, following arrival of some Japanese 
-warships at Bangkok, and reports from a usually reliable source at 
Shanghai that a Japanese battle fleet had suddenly concentrated off 


Haipong.

Fighting has now ceased in that 
latest of undeclared wars, the‘ conflict 
between French Indo-China and Thai- 
land (formerly known as Siam). An 
armistice conference has been held 
in a Japanese cruiser and a peace 
conference has been arranged for 
Tokyo. The offer by the Axis partner 
in the East to act as mediator—which 
both Thailand and (on the order of 
Vichy) French Indo-China ancepied— 
confirmed the suspicions held by 
many observers that this little war 
is closely related to the Japanese 
plans for a Greater East Asia. 


Thailand’s Ambition 


Thailand may be playing her own 
game. Her dispute with France over 
the territories which she claims in 
Indo-China are of long standing. 
Siam, which was the only small Asiatic 
country to maintain its independence, 
is a country of about 14,000,000 people 
between” British Burma and” French 
Indo-China. Since a revolution in 


1932 the country has been increasingly 
nationalistic. 

First of all it tried to control its 
own business and drive out the foreign- 
ers, particularly the Chinese merchants 
who carry on a large share of the 
country’s trade. 

Then in 1939 the alien name of 
Siam was cast off in favor of the name 
Thailand, thus signifying an intention 
to win control over all the people of 
the Thai family, some of whom live 
in Burma and some in Indo-China. 
ising, then, that when 
France’s power t@ resist attacks on 
Indo-China becafne very weak last 
summer, Thailanfl was ready to make 
her territorial démands. 

It is imporfant to note that Indo- 
China’ akness was due not only 
to the collapse of the mother country 
in Europe, but also to the fact that 
Japan was pressing down from the 
north, securing air bases and exerting 
economic pressure on the almost 
orphaned colony. The fact’ that

IN EUROPE TODAY 


Boisterous Winter Likely to Have 
Caused Extensive Damage 
to Winter Grain 


U.S. WINTER WHEAT emeat

The attention of the wheat world 
is now centred on, Europe. That 
continent is experiencing another bois- 
terous winter with cold weather alter- 
nating with deep snows and heavy 
thaws. Such conditions caused ex- 
tensive damage in the winter of 1940, 
and this is likely to be repeated this 
season. 


Conditions Which Create Havoc 


Alternate freezing and thawing usu- 
ally.create havoc with winter grain 
crops due to the heaving of the land - 
damaging the roots. Then when heavy 
snows melt in winter time, crops are 
washed away. In both Hungary and 
Roumania last year many thousands 
of acres were washed out. Reports of 
extensive floodings have come out of 
Hungary, and it is said that widespread 
damage has been done in the grain 
areas of the entire Danube Basin. 

Northern and Western Europe have 
also suffered, and in Italy it is claimed 
the weather has been extremely un- 
favorable. Last, year Italy did not 
suffer as badly as other countries, 


but its wheat crop was 268 million 


bushels, the smallest since 1936 when

Thai and Japanese demands were 
timed so effectively has caused sus- 
picion that Thailand is _ following 
instructions from Tokyo. These two 
countries have been growing increas- 
ingly friendly, especially since Siam 
was the only nation which abstained 
in the League of Nations from voting 
censure on Japan’s action in Man- 
churia. 


Brings Japan Near Singapore 


Thailand undoubtedly sees in Japan 
an effective ally to assist her claims 
against the Europeans, although there 
is reason to believe that her passion 
for independence has given her some 
suspicion of Japanese _ intentions. 
Japan, on the other hand, has much 
to gain from Thai friendship and 
gratitude. If the price for Japanese 
support at the peace conference is the 
concession of air bases in Thailand, 
Japan will find herself 400 instead of 
1,000 miles from Singapore. And it 
is the fortress of Singapore which is 
the main guardian. of those British, 
Dutch, and even American lands in 
the East which Japan regards enviously.

Expectations More Than Fulfilled 


One of the main efforts of this new 
Association is to facilitate the ready 
and wide distribution of Registered 
and Certified Seed. We tried to make 
it as simple and easy as possible for 
farmers generally to order and receive 
high class seed at very reasonable 
At the time the article referred 


prices. 
to was written, it was just a hope, and 
had not been put into effect. Very 


shortly it did become a reality and 
our expectations were more than 
fulfilled. ; 

Farmers seemed to appreciate the 
pe 4 between Elevator Companies 
and Seed Growers, and-in a very short 
time the largest quantity of Jrield 
Inspected Seed for some years had 
been ordered and was on the move 
from Grower to Purchaser. Naturally 
there were a few little kinks that 
occurred, but it would be impossible 
to develop a co-ordinated effort of 
such extent and make it perfect. the 
first year. 

The Association is continuing again 
this year, but in view of changes in 
Federal Grants we have had to modify 


our set-up to comply with the situation ~ 


as it exists today. 


Same Method of Ordering 


In general the same plan is being 
followed as last year, and the farmer 
purchaser will use the same chanhe 
and method of ordering as _ before. 

For a number of years the Dominion 
Government has made a grant toward 
the payment of freight on Registered 
and Certified Seed and it has become 
rather firmly fixed in the minds of 
purchasers. I may say that this policy 
has largely been responsible for the 
wide coverage of Alberta’s fields with 
high quality seed. 

Elevator agents were able to quote 
the exact price delivered to the pur- 
chaser’s point by simply adding the 
premium for seed, to the commercial 
prices on the day the purchaser signed 

is order and in due course the seed 
arrived, freight prepaid. 

As a war economy the Dominion 
Government found it necessary to 
discontinue many grants, and one¢ 
of these was the freight assistance 
policy on Registered and Certified 


seed. 

The Alberta Seed Growers Associa- 
tion, in considering and establishing 
a policy for 1940-41, thought it wise 
to continue the freight prepaid prin- 
ciple, so that no confusion would result 
in agents quoting prices to farmers. 

A schedule of premiums was set 
up which includes the freight to 
destination up to 30c per cwt. L.C.L. 
and 18c in carlots. If a purchaser 
desires some particular grower’s seed 
he must pay the balance. of freight 
himself. 

The premium list was carefully 
reviewed and slight increases were 
made in some cases and in others no 
change. 


Bearing Most of Freight Charges 


The seed growers are bearing the 
greater share of freight charges. We 
realize that commercial prices are 
even lower than: last year and that 
other factors of great importance 
exist today. The one of greatest 
consideration to all wheat farmers is 


the present marketing situation; where- 


in we find ourselves unable to market 
freely all of our crop in the usual 
way, and the effect that this may 
have on future crops.

Press reports have indicated from 
time to time that the Dominion Gov- 
ernment intends to announce a mar- 
keting policy for 1941 very shortly. 
The Seed Growers’ policy for some 


1 time has been to try and distribute 


the greatest quantity of seed possible, 
and in order to accomplish this, the 
price has to be reasonable. 


Investment Small—Results Definite 
I do feel that quality will always 
be a great factor in Western Canada’s 
crop, and that it is just as important 
today as ever to carry on our program. 
The extra investment for pure seed 
to the individual farmer is very small 
and the results are so definite. The 
present marketing situation should 
not interfere with regular purchases 
of some Registered or Certified seed 
for the usual seed plot. This method 
seems to be very widely adopted. 

I must say that farmers generally 
show an appreciation of the value of 
pure seed and in driving through the 
country, the percentage of reasonably 
pure fields is very noticeable. Room 
for improvement, yes, but we_ feel 


that the results of continuous adver- 
tising and educational campaigns are 
showing definite results.

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Churchill: Notified—Order 
for Japan Stopped | 


When a Labor member of the Brit- 
ish House of Commons wrote Winston 
Churchill to call his attention to a 
report that ‘‘munition workers have 
refused to work on an order for 
Japan,” the Prime Minister took 
the matter up with the department 
concerned, and replied that the order 
(for gears) had been completed and 
“was under the control of the customs.” 
He added: ‘“ You will be glad to 
know that steps are being taken to 
ensure that they will not be exported.” 


Mobile Armored Units 


General de Gaulle, now leader of 
the Free French forces, and the 
Nazi General Guderian, were among 
the keenest students some years ago 
of a book by General J. F. .C. Fuller 
of the British army, setting forth the 
theory of tank attack and the devel- 
opment of mobile armored units in 
warfare. Published in 1926, the book 
sold 400 copies in Britain and 30,000 
in the USSR. Since the changes in 
the British army command shortly 
after after Churchill became Prime 
Minister last spring, there has been 
the most thorough and rapid develop- 
ment of mobile armed units in the 
British army, and the first results in 
action were seen in the series of 
operations by which the Fascists 
were driven from Egypt and the whole 
of Eastern Libya was conquered by the 
Army of the Nile. 


Output of aeroplanes in the U.S. 
last year was more than twice that of 
1939; factory space rose in the year 
from 7,410,133 square feet to 12,664,000 
square: feet, with nearly 16,000,000 
more square feet under construction. 

The Canadian Red Cross is supplyin 
parcels of food for British and Cana- 
dian prisoners of war in Germany. 
The work was undertaken at the 
request of the British Red Cross, who 
were hampered by enemy air raids.

Seed cata- 
logues have been issued to the elevator 
companies and orders are beginning 
to move, and we sincerely hope that 
the greater part of the Field Inspected 
seed produced in Alberta will find a 
market and be used. for its intended 
purpose, namely, that of improving 
the yields and the quality of Tincahate 


crops.

In the C.B.C. newscast the other evening 
it was announced that the House of Com- 
mons had “‘learned with a gasp’’ how great 
an expenditure would be necessary this year 
to enable Canada to carry forward her war- 
time activities.” 

Why “with a gasp’? It has long been 
evident that nothing short of total effort 
will save Canada, with the rest of the world, 
from slavery. Even if military victory by 
the Axis powers were to leave the people of 
the North American continent politically 
free for a few years more (and it is doubtful 
that even that would be possible) it would 
mean the immediate reduction of existing 
standards of living, poor as they are for large 


numbers of our people, to something like 


the level of Hitler’s serfs. And within a 
very short time indeed, North America 
would be engaged in an: unequal armed 
struggle with a power which had at its dis- 
posal the vast resources of Europe, Africa 
and Asia. | 

So we thaprk the time should have gone by 
when Canadians, in Parliament or elsewhere, 
should be capable of gasping when they 
contemplate only a part of the task that lies 
before them. Canada hitherto has _ not 
pulled her full weight in the war effort. 
We do not propose to attempt to apportion 
responsibility at this time for her failure to 
do so. We believe the Dominion Govern- 
ment is fully in earnest; and in the Air 
Training scheme really great things have 
been accomplished; while in other fields 


‘much progress has been made towards the 


conversion of the Canadian economy from 
a peace-time to a war-time basis. But we 
still Jag far behind the British Government 
and the British people who in meeting with 
valiant hearts the expected enemy offensives 
of the coming weeks and months will be 
deciding our fate as well as their own. 
* * * 
OUR POLITICS 

Since The Western Farm Leader com- 
menced publication we have given little or 
no space to the discussion of the issues of 
party politics. ‘The economic position of 
agriculture and the problems of agricultural 
rehabilitation have been the chief concern 
of the paper since its establishment.

to insist that no considerations of any kind 
shall be allowed to stand in the way of the 
mobilization of the industry of Canada in 
all its branches, with singleness of purpose— 
and the purpose Victory. 

Short of the attainment of Victory, noth- 
ing else that we can do will in the long run 
matter—or even in the short run. No effort 
that the farm people or the producers in 
any other field can make to improve their 
lot, will have been worth the making.

insurance fund. There is also an item 
of $2,750,000 for the decennial census 

which comes this year. 


Agricultural Estimates 


There is little change in the total 
appropriation for the Department of 
Agriculture, total for the coming 
year being $13,134,738 compared with 
$13,366,323 for the present fiscal year. 
The appropriation of $2,500,000 for 
the Prairie Farm Rehabilitation Act 
remains unchanged; that for the Prairie 
Farm Assistance Act has been in- 
creased from $250,000 to $500,000 and 
that for the improvement of Cheese 
and Cheese Factories has been raised 
from $1,000,000 to $1,250,000. The 
vote for Marketing Agricultural Pro- 
ducts has been decreased from $100,000 
to $25,000 and for assisting the re- 
placement of Maple Production Equip- 
ment from $300,000 to $75,000. 

A feature brought out by the 
estimates is that about 65 per cent 
of the amount appropriated covers 
interest on public debt, pensions of 
all kinds, special grants to Provinces 
and certain other items which are 
“uncontrollable”. -Another notewor- 
thy feature is that the Labor Depart- 
ment vote has been decreased by 
$8,500,000 in spite of the added 
costs of the unemployment insurance 
project. The main cause of the 
decrease is the reduction in direct 
relief. Public works show a decline, 
and as it now appears that the C.N.R. 
will not show an operating loss this 
year the previous appropriation of 
$15,000,000 has been eliminated. 

The House has come together under 
the shadow of impending offensives 
in Europe. The Prime Minister, in 
his first survey for this session of 
international events, has not in any 
way belittled the gravity of the situa- 
tion. He spoke with satisfaction and 
pride of the success of British arms 
in the African theatre of the war, 
but this was in a struggle with the 
less formidable of the Axis partners.

Replies to Enquiries 


Liability for Income Tax 
J.E.—The Dominion Income Tax 
Act provides for a tax on gifts over 


a certain amount in any one year. 
There is a possibility. therefore that 
the beneficiary in question may be 
liable to the Dominion for Income 
Tax, depending entirely on the amount 
of the legacy. I am not familiar with 
British Columbia Statutes and cannot 
speak as to the position with reference 
to the Income Tax Act of that Prov- 
ince. 


Suggest Apply Under F.C.A.A. 

R.F.R.—Under present Provincial 
legislation, the vendor under a Crop 
Payment Agreement cannot collect 
in one year more than a one-third 
share of the crop, from which the 
purchaser is entitled to deduct one 
year’s taxes providing he produces a 
receipt showing the payment of these 
taxes. From your letter, I would 
judge you are getting in a difficult 
position, as apparently there is a 
mortgage against the land which is 
getting badly in default. Whatever 
arrangement exists between yourself 
and your vendor, the mortgage must 
be paid before a discharge can be 
obtained. It is therefore to your 
interests as purchaser to see that the 
mortgage is attended to. It would 
seem to me you should consider at 
once making an application under the 
Farmers’ Creditors Arrangement Act 
with a view to getting an adjustment 
both with respect to the Agreement 
for Sale and the Mortgage. 


Depends on Terms of Lease 

E.E.F.—I regret it’ is impossible to 
advise you with respect to your rights 
as landlord under a lease without seeing 
the terms of the lease. This is particu- 
larly true with respect to your possible 
liability for summerfallowing done by 
the tenant. There would seem to be 
room for considerable dispute between 
yourself and your tenant, and you 
should guard against him getting in 
the position of an overholding tenant. 
I suggest therefore you would do well 
to consult a solicitor without delay. 


Matter of Right of Way 

A.C.—This enquiry comes from 
British Columbia. I regret that I am 
not sufficiently familiar with British 
Columbia Statutes to answer. I 
suggest you see a local solicitor 
although it would appear to me that 
Mr. B has no right to go through land 
belonging to Mr. A in order to obtain 
egress from his own land without 
first making the necessary arrange- 
ments with Mr. A for right of way. 

Municipal District and P.F.A.A. 

W.B.M.—I cannot see that the 
Prairie Farm Assistance Act throws 
any such duty upon a Municipal 
District as would enable a farmer 
within any specified area to bring 
action against the Council because 
they are unable to get assistance 
under this Act. If applications were 
not made under the Act before October 
31st, I am afraid there is no possi- 
bility of obtaining any relief now.

PROCESSING TAX AND BREAD 
PRICES 


Box 2, Brownvale, Alta. 
Editor, The Western Farm Leader: 

With reference to the British Wheat 
Act, may I say that I have made a 
study of it and the report of the 
Wheat Commission (British). 

As the bakers are now at Ottawa 
protesting against a processing tax 
in flour on the grounds that ‘‘a pro- 
cessing tax on flour would raise the 
price of bread toconsumers”’ I thought 
it might interest your readers to 
know to what extent such a tax raised 
the price in England. 

Paragraph 183, page 139, of ‘‘Report 
of the Wheat Commission upon the 
Administration, of the Wheat Act 
1932” from June Ist, 1932, to July 
31, 1937 (His Majesty’s Stationery 
Office) reads as follows: ‘‘Changes 
in the price of bread have been de- 
termined to a large extent by the scale 
of maximum prices for bread recom- 
mended by the Food Council, which 
has justified a variation in the bread 
price by steps of 1/2d. (one-half\penny) 
per quartern (4 lbs.) when the flour 
price has varied by steps of 4 shillings 
a sack (280 Ibs—1 sack). A change in 
the flour price would, according to 
the scale, justify a change in the 
maximum bread price only if the 
effect was to bring the flour price 
into a higher or lower position in 
steps of 4 shillings per sack for which 
the scale provides.”’ | (Explanations 
in brackets are mine.) 

It would be quite possible for our 
present government through our Min- 
ister of Supplies to draft a scale for 
bread on the British pattern. Cana- 
dian bakers, so many of whom have 
cheap electric--power; ‘should be able 
to operate as cheaply and efficiently 
as the English bakers, but the Minister 
could quite easily determine _ this. 
Also, as the price at which bakers 
have operated succeessfully is already 
established, and as the processing tax 
on flour should be in just proportion 
to the rise in bread, the British scale 
could quite well be taken without any 
hardship to bakers. 

In translating to Canadian values: 

Flour would have to be_ taxed 
$1.00 on 280 lIbs., or 25c on 70 lbs. 
to make bread rise 1 cent on 4 lbs., or 
1/4 cent on 1 lb. of bread; or, a 50c 
tax per 70 Ibs. of flour would be 
equal to 1/2 cent rise per lb. of bread. 

Trusting this may be useful.

year, had a value of 136 million dollars. 
(The valuations are of course not the 
amounts the farmers received.) In 
1939 that value was 121 millions, so 
it can be said that our farms produced 
15 millions of dollars more wealth 
than in the previous year. The full 
effect of this increased return, of course, 
will not be felt until the balance of 
the wheat crop has been sold. The 
bulk of this 15 million dollar increase 
was made possible by a greater yield 
of wheat, 91 million bushels compared 
with 78 million ih 1939, although the 
average price on the farm of 48 cents 
per bushel is four cents below the 
average farm price credited for the 
previous year’s crop. 

Add this aA Bie spending power 
to the 11-1/2 millions of dollars Pro- 
vincial income from live stock through 
stronger cattle prices and more hogs, 
and we see that when all of our 1940 
farm and ranch production has been 
disposed of, there will be 26-1/2 mil- 
lion more dollars for the business life 
of Alberta than there were from the 
agricultural income of 1939.

He in turn divides 
the municipality into pairs of town- 
ships and appoints the sub-canvassers, 
it being understood that the chief 


canvasser is responsible for the final 


clean-up. 
About $60,000 Subscribed 


“More than 100 farmers from all 
parts of Saskatchewan and Manitoba, 
including 21 accredited delegates, at- 
tended. H. I.. Fowler, the president, 
was in the’ chair. To obtain repre- 
sentation any district association was 
required to have at least $1000 of 
subscribed capital paid in. About 
$60,000 had been received in cash or 
wheat orders, chiefly wheat; though

Possibly when we get a 
form of television which can flash on 
the screen the enjoyable time at home,

What Does Count 
But after all, resolutions like this 


are not vital to the Conventions, 
although some think > they would 
improve these gatherings or they 
would not be introduced. What 


does count is that they are the clear- 
ing house of ideas and plans and 
suggestions which it is hoped will be 
brought into effect in the interests 
of the farming people of this province. 

The U.F.A.. Convention is not a 
legislative body to enact. new legis- 
lation, but it is an educational body 
to educate our rural people as to how 
our country life may be improved.

Onion Upside Down Cake: Peel 
and slice onions to make 8 cups, place 
in greased baking pan. Dot with 2 
tablespoons butter. Make batter of 
2 cups flour sifted with 2-1/2 teaspoons 
baking powder, 1 beaten egg, 1/2 cup 
milk and 4 tablespoons melted short- 
ening. Pour over onions and bake. 
Good with roast beef. 

Honey Snaps: Heat 1/2 cup honey 
to boiling point, add 1/2 cup butter 
and let melt. Carefully’ add: 1 cup 
flour, 2/3 cup granulated sugar, 1/4 
teaspoon salt, mixed and sifted to- 
gether; then 1 teaspoon vanilla. Drop 
from a teaspoon onto a_ buttered 
baking sheet; bake 10 to 15 minutes 
in a slow oven. When slightly cool, 
roll with the top side out. 

Sausage Pie: Roll out two thin 
sheets of biscuit dough; place one in 
baking tin. Spread with ground 
sausage meat, seasoned and blended 
with a little stock or tomato soup; 
cover with the second sheet of biscuit 
dough, and bake. Serve cold. Good 
for lunches. 

Spanish Cream: Soak 1-1/2 table- 
spoons gelatine in 3 curs milk, in 
double boiler, then bring to scalding 
point; add half a cup sugar, and pour 
all over slightly beaten yolks of 3 eggs.

WORLD WHEAT SITUATION

only 225 million bushels were har- 
vested. ; 

In the Southern Hemisphere, Ar- 
gentina reports a wheat crop of 275,- 
757,000 bushels, which. will provide 
a surplus for overseas export of at 
least 170 million. Harvesting weather 
has been very bad, and a great deal 
of the wheat has been damaged. 
Argentina has, arranged for fairly 
substantial exports to Spain, and 
40 Spanish ships are now in Argentina 
ports or en route to transport the pur- 
chased wheat. 

Conditions in Australia 

In Australia heavy rains have fallen, 
following an excessively dry 1940. 
The wheat crop was very small—only 


about 90 million bushels—but the 
carryover was substantial, and the 
Commonwealth can _ readily export 


100 million bushels. Lack of shipping 
is complicating the situation and orders 
received from the Orient have been 
difficult to fill due to this, condition. 
The Commonwealth wheat plan is 
based on keeping production down to 
140 million bushels or less in 1941 
and the-price paid to wheat~»producers 
will be a little better than 90c Austra- 
lian funds. 

In the United States the great 
winter wheat producing area of the 
mid-west has suffered comparatively 
little damage this winter. The soil 
moisture condition is the best exper- 
ienced for a number of years and in 
many sections the ground is saturated 
to a depth of several feet, thus assur- 


‘ing an adequate supply of moisture 


during the forthcoming spring and 
summer., Observers agree that every 
prospect indicates a big winter wheat 


crop. 
Visible Wheat Supply 


In Canada the visible wheat supply 
on February 14th was 492.1 million 
bushels. Of this amount 240.9 mil- 
lion bushels were stored in country 
elevators in the prairie provinces, 
88.8 millions at Fort William-Port 
Arthur terminals, and 108.1 millions 
in Eastern Canada, including 46.5 
million bushels in the United States. 

More than four million bushels of 
wheat were cleared for overseas export 
during the week ending February 
14th. There seems to be a revived 
demand overseas for Canadian wheat 
at the present time. The season’s 
clearances to February 14th totalled 
59.3 million bushels compared with 
77.3 millions in the corresponding 
period last year. :

If 70 million bushels are retained 
for seed and feed on farms there 
remains 149 million bushels to be 
delivered from the 1940 crop. 

The Dominion bureau of statistics 
estimates a wheat carryover on July 
31st of more than 570 million bushels. 
The United States department of 
agriculture estimates a year-end carry- 
over of 380 million bushels of wheat. 
The combined carryover for these two 
countries is thus estimated at 950 
million bushels.

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Soil Conserving Plan to 
Cope With Erosion Greatly 
Needed Declares Speaker 


Stressing the need for a “diversified * 
soil conserving cropping system’’ to 
cope with the problem of erosion, Dr. 
K. W. Neatby of Winnipeg informed 
the Farmers’ Forum held under the 
auspices of the Calgary Board of 
Trade last week that in his judgment 
the present problem of wheat surplus 
should provide the incentive for a plan 
sponsored by the Dominion Govern- 
ment,, to deal with soil conservation 
in a comprehensive way. 


A Lost Opportunity 

Unfortunately, he said, an oppor- 
tunity to make a satisfactory beginning 
this spring had been lost. Dr. Neatby 
is Director of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment of the North-West Line Ele- 
vators Association. A. Craig Pierce 
presided at the Forum. 

“If a committee had been appointed 
by the Dominion Government lasv 
fall, comprised of persons who had 
been in charge of economic and soil 
surveys made at considerable expense 
in the past, and an agronomist or two 
had been added”, such a committee, 
said Dr. Neatby, could have made 
recommendations with regard to ‘‘dis- 
tricts suffering most from erosion, and 
regions considered sub-marginal for 
profitable grain production,’’ and a 
subsequent grass-seeding program 
“could have been launched this spring.” 

He added, “It is now too late, 
because I am informed that most 


of our 1940 grass seed crop has 
already crossed the International 
Boundary. This could and should, 


have been prevented, It would require 
two years, a good authority had 
stated, to produe enough grass seed 
for qne million acres—and we have 
an the neighborhood of 60 million 
acres of cultivated land in the Prairie 

Provinces.” 

When a city man got into difficulties, 
stated the speaker, he deserved sym- 
pathy but it was largely his own prob- 
lem; but when a farmer met similar 
difficulty it might be much worse for 
society because the land might suffer 
permanent injury. 


An Essential for Good Farming 


Good farming was really impossible 
without a certain minimum. of pros- 
perity. Bad farming entailed loss not 
only to the farmer, but caused a tem- 
porary or permanent reduction in the 
productive capacity of the soil. If 
therefore, ‘‘through no fault of his 
own, the farmer is unable to follow 
practices he knows to be for the good 
of the land, then it is the nation’s 
responsibility to see that it is made 
possible for him to do so.” 

In recent years problems had arisen 
which were quite beyond the ability 
of the individual farmer to cope with.

Hon. J. L. Ilsley, in behalf of the 
Cabinet, has accepted the ‘very 
generous and patriotic offer’ of the 
brewing industry of Alberta, to devote 
its entire advertising space in the 
newspapers of Alberta to the Dominion 
Government’ during the next six 
months, concentrating at this time 
on the War Savings Certificates cam- 


paign. 


“‘Widespread drought has led to the 
necessity of government aid, and so 
has an apparent, if not real, surplus of 
wheat. Government aid is something 
we are coming to take for granted 
when troubles arise, and rightly so, 
because the nation must guarantee a 
certain minimum of prosperity to 
agriculture if the productive capacity 
of the farm is to be. maintained.’’ 
Not that prosperity alone would 
guarantee good farming. 

“The alarming increase in the prev- 
alence of weeds, particularly perennials, 
and the erosion of soil by wind and 
water, should serve to warn us of 
what the future may hold for us if 
current practices are not altered,” 
said the speaker. Weeds were largely 
a question of bad farming. A farmer 
who was relatively prosperous would 
have power at his disposal to fight 
them, but thousands could not afford 
the necessary power and equipment. 

But weeds rarely if ever. led to 
permanently ruined land. Soil ero- 
sion did, and its seriousness was being 
annually aggravated by over-empha- 
sis on grain farming. Many were 
prevented from adopting a diversified 
soil conserving cropping system be-

60 YEARS AGO 


A Charter was signed 


On February 15, 1881, the Marquis of Lorne, then Governor-General 
of Canada, signed the charter of the Canadian Pacific Railway.
